Nieuw Amsterdam Graphic Illustra­ 


tion of W hat to Expect In Crossing 


Ocean— W arning Shots 
From 
W ar­ 


ships, Sharp Commands by Wireless. 


N ineteen hundred Americans return­ 
ing from Europe on the Holland-A mer- 
lcan liner Nieuw Amsterdam brought 
thrilling stories of thoir flight from 
w arring countries and of the nine 
days’ ocean trip from Rotterdam. Dur­ 
ing her voyage the ship ran the gaunt­ 
let of B ritish destroyers that tired 
across her bow in the English channel. 
The first and second cabins, the bag­ 
gage room and part of the hold of the 
A m sterdam w ere converted into sleep­ 
ing q u arters to accom modate Amer­ 
ican citizens willing to endure any 
physical discom fort to reach their own 
shores. 
Class and caste w ere ignored. 
The second class came up to sw ap 
stories of w ar adventures in the first 
cabin sm oke room and with the worn 
en in the saloon. 
A sm udge of smolie showing over 
the horizon as the A m sterdam 's pas­ 
sengers w ere making ready for din 
ner one night caused a panic when 
It developed into a B ritish warship. 
From a distance of five miles the war­ 
ship started her wireless to find out 
all about the Amsterdam and her ship’s 
company. 
The B ritish cruiser was not satisfied 
Swinging around in pursuit she came 
tearing along. 
H alf a m ile aw ay two 
puffs of powder smoke enrled away 
from port ami the scream s of whis 
tling shells reached the panic stricken 
passengers on tin* Amsterdam. 
The A m sterdam stopped, circled and 
headed for the warship. 
N\ hen 
quarter of a mile away there followed 
much w agging of signal flags, the sput 
teriog of wireless ou both ships. 
The 
Essex w as finally satisfied. 
"Proceed; 
pleasant 
voyage,” 
she 
signaled, steam ing off. 


Shell Fired Across Ship’s Bow. 
Five hours after the Amsterdam left 
R otterdam and w as turning south tow 
nrd the English channel th e whistle of 
a shell fired across the ship’s bow in 
spired a frenzied run for the de<'k. 
Soon thereafter a British destroyer 
circled th e Amsterdam, while a lieu­ 
tenant 
interview ed 
Captain 
Baron 
through a megaphone. 
F irs t 
cam e 
the perem ptory 
com­ 
m and, 
"D ism antle 
your 
wireless.” 
N ext a lot of questions: “W here was 
the A m sterdam bound? Of w hat does 
your cargo consist? 
W hat ports did 
she m ake?” 
The captain answered 
am iably. 
But there w as one he didn’t 
answ er. 
It was: 
"H ave you seen any G erm an w ar­ 
ships?” 
T he D utch captain had full knowl­ 
edge of th e purpose of his government 
to rem ain neutral. 
Then the British lieutenant ques­ 
tioned th e Am sterdam 's passengers. 
“Do any of your ladles and gentle­ 
men speak English?” 
Five hundred shouted “Yes!” 
"T hanks,” said the lieutenant. "Then 
jrou can tell me: Have you seen any 
G erm an w arships?” 
"No!" the five hundred cried. 
“T hanks,” piped the lieutenant. "You 
may proceed, captain; but keep your 
w ireless unhooked until we have pass 
ed out." 


Saw the Attack on Liege.

o 
A lm ost every one of the 1,934 Amer­ 
ican passengers of the Am sterdam had 
a story to tell of experiences in get­ 
ting aw ay from Germany. Austria, 
I Prance. Belgium and Russia before 
th e shooting started. 
Matt W alter of Springfield. Mo., aft 
er being arrested three tim es by the 
m ilitary authorities of Germany, Bel­ 
gium and Holland, started to walk two 
miles to the Belgian border, got lost, 
skirted the edges of Holland and Ger­ 
m any and got back tnto Germany. 
Falling in with three Englishmen 
trying to get out of the zone of w ar­ 
fare. W alter says that he saw the 
Liege attack from four or five miles 
aw ay. H e described the constant thun­ 
der of big guns, rattle of musketry 
passed hundreds of wounded soldiers 
being carried tow ard the German bor 
der. w itnessed the flight of aeroplanes 
over the lines of battle, saw one of the 
air men brought to the earth by a “sky 
gun” and described the bombs he saw 
drop fro® some of these air craft, of 
which there were more than tw enty
